Following this Court’'s monthly status conference, the Court convened a telephone Satus
conference to discussissues relating to the Plaintiff Liaison Committegs ("PLC'S") third party subpoena
duces tecum issued to McKinsey & Co. Participating in the conference were Leonard Davis on behaf of
the PLC, Monique Garsaud on behaf of the Defendants, and Brian M. Cogan, representing McKinsey.
The Court reporter was Karen 1bos. Counsel discussed McKinsey’ s objections and issues relating to the
subpoena.

The Court noted that its authority over this matter derives from 28 U.S.C. § 1407, which
edtablishes the jurisdiction of multididtrict litigation transferee courts, such as this Court.  Section 1407
providesin pertinent part that "[t]he judge or judges to whom such actions are assigned ... may exercise
the powers of a digtrict judge in any digtrict for the purpose of conducting pretrial depositions in such

coordinated or consolidated pretria proceedings.” 1d. After reviewing the case law on the subject, the



Court concludes that it has jurisdiction over the subpoenas issued to McKinsey; furthermore, this Court
gtsasaCourt in the Southern Didtrict of New Y ork, where the subpoena duces tecum wasissued. See,
e.g., Inre Corrugated Container Anti-Trust Litigation, 620 F.2d 1086, 1090-91 (finding that aMDL
transferee court may entertain discovery matters in other digtricts, but Sts as a court of that district when
S0 ruling on such matters).

Turning to the specific issues of the McKinsey subpoena, counsdl for the PLC and McKinsey
informed the Court that they had reached an agreement asto the scope of the subpoena. Furthermore, the
PSC indicated that it would abide by the provisons of Pretrid Order No. 5 (PTO-5) regarding
confidertiality of al items produces pursuant to the subpoena.  Accordingly, this Court, exercisng its
authority under 28 U.S.C. § 1407 and dtting as a Court in the Southern Didtrict of New Y ork, hereby
ORDERS that dl provisonsof PTO-5 shdl extend to dl matters produced by McKinsey & Co. pursuant
to the subpeonaducestecumissued by thePLCinthiscase. IT ISFURTHER ORDERED that the Clerk
